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(57) Abstract: An animal leash is provided which 
has a container (12) to which a strap (1) is attached 
for clipping to an animal collar (20). The container 
(12) has a handle that allows the user to pull on the 
leash. The strap (1) may include a sliding D ring 
to allow the strap (1), when disconnected from the 
container (12), to be secured about an appropriate 
fixed or stationary object. 
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
